DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 8/3/09 
has been entered. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 6 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Claim 6 depends from canceled claim 4. It is not clear what claim it should 
depend from. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-3 and 5-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
Nagano et al [Pat. No. 5,976,406]. 

Nagano et al teaches an item comprising a liquid crystal polymer with a filler (abstract), 
the filler being graphite (column 4, line 40), the filler comprising 1 5-1 80 parts based on 
100 parts of the polymer (abstract), the item inherently possessing a thermal 
conductivity of at least 2 W/mK, and the polymer having a heat distortion temperature of 
at least 270°C (abstract). It is noted that the claims do not define any sort of physical 
structure besides being an "article" or "item" for use as "ovenware". A recitation of the 
intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

7. Claims 1-3, 5-6, and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
Nomura et al [Pat. No. 5,529,716]. 

Nomura et al teaches an item comprising a liquid crystal polymer with a filler (abstract), 
the filler being aluminum (abstract), the item possessing a thermal conductivity of about 
2 W/mK (Table 2, Example 12), and the polymer having a heat distortion temperature of 
at least 340°C (column 2, line 17). It is noted that the claims do not define any sort of 
physical structure besides being an "article" or "item" for use as "ovenware". A recitation 
of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference 
between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the 
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claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments filed 8/3/099 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Clearly, the above references are all capable of use as an "ovenware item". 
Furthermore, the term "ovenware item" does not even require cooking a food or even 
any physical structural characteristics or dimensions. It only requires the "article" to be 
capable of withstanding oven conditions, for instance clay items are commonly baked in 
ovens, and smokehouses (which operate at relatively low temperatures) are often 
considered to be ovens. Nagano et al teach a molded article having excellent heat 
resistance and low warpage (column 1, lines 6-10). Nomura et al teach an article with 
high heat resistance (abstract). 

A recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a 
structural difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is 
capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim.
